Alfalfa, or lucern as it was 
inally named, was 
first 
grown 
in 
Southern California in Spanish colon­ 
ial days, having 
been 
transplanted 
from the Mediterranean district, and 
for many years it was unknown else­ 
where on this couUneuL 
From Cali­ 
fornia Its 
cultivation 
spread 
very 
slowly into Utah and southern Idaho, 
the Mormons being among the earliest 
to recognize its adaptability to the 
semi-arid stretches of mountain pla­ 
teau and valley. 
The belief lingered, 
however, that It could not be success­ 
fully grown outside of irrigated dis­ 
tricts. 
Gradually It was discovered 
I hat the taproot of the alfalfa would 
find moisture, if any existed within 
reasonable distance of the 
surface, 
and that it would thrive in the so­ 
called semi arid belt even without ir­ 
rigation. 
It has been known, by ac­ 
tual measurem ent, to send its 
tap­ 
roots down to a depth of more than 
sixty feet. 
About ten years ago It 
■was put to its greatest test. 
There 
had been a long period of 
drought 
throughout Kansas aud Nebraska; the 
tanners had lost their crops; 
they 
were threatened, because of lack of 
feed and fodder, with tile loss of their 
livestock. 
Then for the first 
time 
alfalfa was planted on anything like 
un extensive scale in those states; 
since then it has become one of the 
chief reliances of the stock farm er 
throughout the tillable area of 
the 
trausm issouri. 
The Bort land Oregonian, comm ent­ 
ing upon the spread of alfalfa cultiva­ 
tion, tells of receiving numerous com­ 
munications recounting successes of 
a similar nature in the uplands or dry 
laud districts of the Pacific 
N orth­ 
west. 
In these instances alfalfa has 
invariably been grown without a rti­ 
ficial watering. 
Wherever intelligent­ 
ly tried, with nearly a normal 
pre­ 
cipitation, in Oregon aad W as,tiglon, 
it has proved to be a very profitable 
crop. 
In the South its cultivation lias 
spread very rapidly, 
in that entire 
section there are now 340,000 acres 
seeded, 183,000 acres being east of Hie 
Mississippi. 
At present the total al­ 
falfa area of the whole country is put 
at 4,707,146 acres, whereas there are 
only 2,443,263 acres in clover. 
The 
alfalfa area is being extended annual­ 
ly, as it is being found 
capable 
of 
adapting itself to pretty nearly all con­ 
ditions prevailing in 
the

agricultural regions of the nation.—

The G am ut pipe organ recital given 
at the United Presbyterian church on 
Monday evening, but briefly mention­ 
ed yesterday, was a musical event of 
great merit. The program, which la 
given below, was one 
of 
classical 
numbers, every selection of which is 
a musical treasure.' Notwithstanding 
the serious deficiency of mechanical 
power resulting from low electrical 
current, Mr. G am ut brought out ex­ 
quisite effeotss from the splendid or­ 
gan. 
At the close of the first group of 
numbers concluding with the 
“Fan­ 
fare d’ Orgne,” the brilliant composi­ 
tion of Harry Rowe Shelley in which 
the call of the bugle could be easily 
noted, Mr. G am ut was enthusiastical­ 
ly pressed f w n r encore, which 
he 
was reluctant to give on account of 
the many numbers to follow. However 
be responded to similarly cordial ap­ 
plause at the end of the second group 
by playing most beautifully (he fa­ 
mous sextette from Lucia, that glo­ 
rious composition so often tortured 
out of all semblance to itself. 
The second group which seemed to 
peculiarly attract the organist’s hear­ 
er!, contained Shelley’s arrangement 
of Schubert’s “Am Meer’’ 
(By

Sea), a tender melody that contrasted 
effectively with the liveliness of Wol-

Tbursh.” one of Nevin’s “O’er Hill and 
Dale” suite, and one of Arthur Bird’s

But the crowning numbers of the 
program were listed in the last suite, 
which embraced “Wotan’s Farewell’’ 
and “Magic Fire Music” from Richard 
Wagner’s “Die W aikure;’’ and a tone 
poem, “Finlandia,” written 
by 
the 
Russian composer, Jean Sibelius and 
arranged for the organ by H. A. Fris­ 
ker. The W agner music is of course 
more or less familiar to 
all 
music 
lovers and students, but the Sibelius 
composition 
would 
doubtless 
have 
been new to the majority of the audi­ 
ence. Bearing as it does on Russia’s 
oppression of Finland, it would have 
been 
particularly 
interesting 
just 
now, from the fact that brave little 
Finland’s indomitable spirit 
is 
still 
alive and pulsing, has been shown in

Besides these two “big”- numbers, 
Mr. G am ut was to offer in the last
